It Is said to be the earl­ 
iest teapot known, and the date 1670 la 
given. 
This pot Is shaped like a coffee 
pot. 
My grandmother, a singularly well- 
bred old lady, and her women friends 
always poured tea from cup to saucer 
and drank from the saucer, which was 
very thin but of n gen*ions size. 
In 
too many hotels and even in some prt 
vate houses the cups are too thick, A 
aensltive person finds the tea served 
in them ta»tele»». 
As for that, few 
women know how tó brew tea. 
As a 
rule It is too strong. 
For this and oth­ 
er reasons I prefer ale in its native 
pewter. 
Perhapa 1 was aided in this 
whoice by an entry in the journal of 
the Itev. John Wesley, July d¡ 1740, 
in which he speaks of his leaving off 
the drinking of tea ns an example t»> 
the 
poorer 
Methodists, 
thinking 
It 
would prevent greut expense of health, 
time sud money. 
“The first three days 
my head ached more or less, all day 
lon g; and I waa half asleep from morn­ 
ing to night. 
The thin) day, on 
Wednesday In the afternoon, my mem­ 
ory failed almost entirely. 
In the eve­ 
ning I sought my remedy in prayer. 
On Thursday morning my headache 
was gone; my memory was as strong 
as ever, and I have found no incon­ 
venience, but a sensible benefit In sev­ 
eral respecta, from that very day to 
this.” 
Yet according to thia Journal tea 
was beneficial In a case cited by Wes­ 
ley in the preceding May, an “amazing 
Instance of dlstre»»*." A sensible young 
woman, who had constantly attended 
church, lay sick of a feyer.

Tales Often Permanently Harm Chil­ 
dren, la the Assertion of Phila­ 
delphia Educator. 


Róbert L. Burns, a district superin­ 
tendent, in k recent address to Phlla- 
ielpbia teachers, told them that “fanfci- 
Cul stories" should be eliminated from 
the schoolroom, the PhHhdelphla Pub­ 
lic Ledger states. 
He expressed him- 
*elf as particularly opposed to stories 
In which ghosts und hobgoblins are the 
principal characters. 
“As a result of hearing ghost narra­ 
tives by the wholesale,” hé Xaid, “chil­ 
dren develop severe cases of ‘nerve»/ 
which frequently follow them through 
Ufe. An immeasurable amount of harm 
has been done to chlldreu who are sub­ 
jected to im aginative narratives of 
things which possibly cannot happen. 
They 
become 
frightened 
and 
are 
harassed by useless fears.” * * 
He warned the teachers against «tir­ 
in g the imagination of their pupils 
along morbid lines unnecessarily.

serves. 
The duke of Sutherland owns 1,358,- 
600 acres of the soil of Englaud. Per­ 
sonally ho did not win any of It by 
the sword, but his ancestors helped 
their sovereigns subdue Scotland aud 
his house has not wanted for elbow 
room since. 
The duke has now con­ 
veyed back to the government the ab­ 
solute title of 12,000 acres of this land 
and has stipulated that It shall he cut 
up Into small farms and bestowed 
upon British soldiers and sailors after 
the war. The duke evidently takes the 
view' that their right to It is just as 
good as was that of his ancestors, who 
won It by the same means. 
Here Is perhaps a solution of the 
land problem in England. Back In the 
days of the Henrys and the Edwards 
a man who stood near to the king and 
w’as brisk with the sword could easily 
win for himself a good landed estate. 
Having won it. he hastened to fence 
it in and put op signs warning less 
fortunate persons off. 
The result is 
that England Is pretty well fenced In 
today—s|nd Englishmen pretty well 
fenced out. But after the wiH, when 
a couple of million Englishmen come 
home, having performed exactly the 
same service that the ancestors of the 
owners of the fenced-ln land per­ 
formed, why should there not he the 
same recognition of such service? In­ 
deed, when Mr. Tennant, secretary for 
Scotland, announced the duke’s pur­ 
pose in the house of commons a mem­ 
ber asked the right honorable gentle­ 
man tí he could get other landlords to 
follow the duke’s example. To w’hleh 
' Mr. Tannant replied"that he then and 
there extended a hearty invitation to 
other landlords to do likewise. (Hear, 
hear.)
